(EDITORS NOTE: 
Some of the problem« that arise in high school athletics seem to be caused by the fact that our high 
school athletic programs are not sufficiently guided by any definite philosophy or any common 
understanding of the ultimate objectives of secondary school athletics. Tbo frequently they seem to 
result from a philosophy not in accord with the basic points of view inherent in the high school 
program. 
Because of the fact that, in instances of unsportsman like conduct the difficulties are sometimes 
caused by recent graduates of the high school, one would conclude that these persons have developed Athletic Com petition,” adopted at the 1965 annual meeting of the National Federation, may be 
improper attitudes; and it is questionable whether they have profited from their experiences in high noted:

A secondary school’s athletic program should include the development 
of the following attributes as goals for its youth. 
1. An understanding of why the school offers a program of athletics. 
2. A knowledge of the values that athletics has for the individual and for society. 
3. An understanding of the rules essential to playing the game and to being intelligent fans. 
4. The ability to think both as an individual and as a member of a group. 
5. Faith in democratic processes. 
6. Realization o f the values of group ideals. 
7. Improved motor skills. 
8. Better health and physical fitness.

9. An appreciation of wholesome recreation and entertainment. 
10. The desire to succeed and to excel. 
11. Higher moral and ethical standards. 
12. Self- discipline and emotional maturity. 
13. S6cial competence. 
14. A realization of the values of conforming to rules. 
15. Respect for the rights of others and for authority. 
16. High ideals of fairness in all human relationships. 
It is sometimes thought that when emphasis is placed on the achievement of these ultimate 
educational objectives of athletes that there is a de- emphasis upon “winning,” Such thinking is 
entirely unfounded. Winning, involving the spirit of com petition, is an immediate objective in all 
athletic contests, but is not an end in itself. If it were, it could only be “half” realized. Fifty per cent 
of the teams that take part in athletic games must lose. The desire to win can and should be used to 
stimulate the achievement of the ultimate objectives. 
The attainment of these goals will enhance the education of boys and girls and contribute toward 
the development of better citizens for a democratic society. They will not, however, be achieved by 
is difficult for some who are not well acquainted with the philosophy of secondary school chance.

The philosophy of the program of athletics in the elementary school is no doubt the clearest and 
best implemented of all school athletic philosophies. This philosophy, carried out through the 
activities in elementary physical education, is that elementary athletics is an integral part of the 
school’s program of elementary education to provide experiences that will help to develop children 
physically, mentally, and em otionally. The element of com petition and winning, though it exists, is 
controlled to the point that it does not determine the nature of the program and is kept on the 
“ readiness level” of children. 
The philosophy of secondary school athletics is essentially similar to that of elementary school 
athletics, except that com petition is increased in accordance with the readiness level of secondary 
school youth and is culminated by-interschool competition. This is considered to be educationally and 
psychologically sound because of the training it offers for living in a competitive society. Students are 
stimulated to want to win and to excel, but the principles of good sportsmanship must prevail at all 
times to enhance the educational values of contests. It should be noted that secondary school 
athletics includes physical education activités and intramurals as well as interschool athletics. The 
basic philosophy of each of these activities is compatible with the basic points of view inherent in the 
secondary educational program; however, this is not always evident in t**e case of interschool athletic 
com petition. Hence, it would seem advisable to better clarify the r' 
.»ophy of a secondary school

Secondary schools are committed to the belief that participation interschool 
athletics, both as a 
player and as a student spectator, is an integral part of the student’s educational experiences. Such 
participation, however, is a privilege (not a right) that carries with it responsibilities to the school, to 
the team, to the student body, to the community and to the student himself. In his play and in his 
conduct, he is representing all these groups. Siich experiences should contribute to the knowledge, 
skills, and emotional patterns (attitudes, ideals, appreciations, etc.) that he possesses, thereby, making 
of him a better person and citizen. It is important at this point for all players to realize that, not long 
after one plays his last game, “people do not remember you as a star, but as the kind of person you 
are.” Secondary interschool athletics should be an educational force of great magnitude that provides 
lasting values to youth; when and where they fail to provide educatonal values, they should cease to 
be a school function. 
Professing a philosophy is not synonomous with implementing that philosophy. Hence, schools 
have sought ways and means of putting their beliefs into practice. Organizations have been formed for 
this purpose. Health and physical education associations have been initiated to promote the programs 
within the schools, and state athletic and activities associations have been formulated to control and 
to guide the interschool athletic programs. Every state, and several of the Canadian provinces now 
have such a state organization.

Som e of the problems that arise in high school athletics seem to be caused by the fact that our high 
school athletic programs are not sufficiently guided by any definite philosophy or any common 
understanding of the ultim ate objectives of secondary school athletics. Tbo frequently they seem to 
result from a philosophy not in accord with the basic points of view inherent in the high school 
program. 


T o coordinate and make their efforts more effective, these state associations, with the exception of 
the Texas University Interscholastic League, work cooperatively through membership in the National 
Federation of State High School Athletic Associations. This national organization has aided 
tremendously the development and implementation of a philosophy o f high school interscholastic 
athletics. T o substantiate that the secondary schools nationally are in agreement with the philosophy 
Because of the fact that, in instances of unsporUman like conduct the difficulties are sometimes expressed on these pages, the following excerpt from a resolution entitled “ Guidelines for Levels of 
caused by recent graduates of the high school, one would conclude that these persons have developed 
improper attitudes; and it is questionable whether they have profited from their experiences in high 
school activities.

The Missouri State High 
School Athletic Association was initiated by a group of representatives from Missouri high schools in 
1925 and began to function in 1926. In 1948 the constitution and By-Laws were amended to include 
music and debate activities and the name changed to the Missouri State High School Activities 
Association. There were 867 schools holding membership in 1964-65, which affected more than 
clarified, for the public, the points of view inherent in their programs or the philosophic bases from 365,000 junior and senior high school students.

4. The ability to think both as an individual and as a member of a group. 
5. Faith in dem ocratic processes. 
6. Realization of the values o f group ideals. 
7. Im proved m otor skills. 
8. Better health and physical fitness.

9. A n appreciation of wholesome recreation and entertainm ent. 
10. The desire to succeed and to excel. 
11. Higher moral and ethical standards. 
12. Self* discipline and em otional m aturity. 
13. Social competence. 
14. A realization of the values of conform ing to rules. 
15. Respect for the rights of others and for authority. 
16. High ideals of fairness in all human relationships.

professional athletics. It is widely recognized as highly desirable to have a program of professional 
athletics as a favorite national pastime. M illions are provided wholesome recreational activities 
through it. O nly when attem pts are made to gear high school athletics to the philosophy of 
professional athletics are objections raised by those responsible for guiding the athletic programs of 
the schools. 
The philosophy o f the program of athletics in the elem entary school is no doubt the clearest and 
best implemented of all school athletic philosophies. This philosophy, carried out through the 
activities in elem entary physical education, is that elem ental^ athletics is an integral part of the 
school’s program of elem entary education to provide experiences that will help to develop children 
physically, m entally, and em otionally. The element of com petition and winning, though it exists, is 
controlled to the point that it does not determine the nature of the program and is kept on the 
“ readiness level” o f children. 
The philosophy of secondary school athletics is essentially similar to that of elem entary school 
athletics, except that com petition is increased in accordance w ith the readiness level of secondary 
school youth and is culm inated by-interschool com petition. This is considered to be educationally and 
psychologically sound because of the training it offers for living in a com petitive society. Students are 
stimulated to want to win and to excel, but the principles o f good sportsmanship must prevail at all 
times to enhance the educational values of contests. It should be noted that secondary school 
athletics includes physical education activités and intramurals as well as interschool athletics. The 
basic philosophy o f each of these activities is com patible w ith the basic points of view inherent in the 
secondary educational program; however, this is not always evident in t^e case of interschool athletic 
com petition. Hence, it would seem advisable to better clarify the r 1 
»ophy of a secondary school 
interscholastic athletics. 
Secondary schools are com m itted to the belief that participation interschool 
athletics, both as a 
player and as a student spectator, is an integral part of the student’s educational experiences. Such 
participation, however, is a privilege (not a right) that carries with it responsibilities to the school, to 
the team, to the student body, to the com m unity and to the student himself. In his play and in his 
conduct, he is representing all these groups. Such experiences should contribute to the knowledge, 
skills, and em otional patterns (attitudes, ideals, appreciations, etc.) that he possesses, thereby, making 
o f him a better person and citizen. It is im portant at this point for all players to realize that, not long 
after one plays his last game, “ people do not remember you as a star, but as the kind of person you 
are.” Secondary interschool athletics should be an educational force of great magnitude that provides 
lasting values to youth; when and where they fail to provide educatonal values, they should cease to 
be a school function. 
Professing a philosophy is not synonom ous with implementing that philosophy. Hence, schools 
have sought ways and means of putting their beliefs into practice. Organizations have been formed for 
this purpose. Health and physical education associations have been initiated to promote the programs 
w ithin the schools, and state athletic and activities associations have been formulated to control and 
to guide the interschool athletic programs. Every state, and several of the Canadian provinces now 
have such a state organization.
